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Royal British Legion Conference Report 


Demand for welfare work rises 
The more we do, the more we are required to do, 
Chairman tells Conference. 
Graham Downing, addressing Conference as National 
g, Chairman for the last time, presented his annual 
Wee%, report and reflected that over the last few 
ay years the work the Legion does for the ex- 
service community has increased substan- 
xa tially. Last year we dealt with some 
Wy) 300,000 calls for help, an increase of 50 
per cent since 1995, but we can be the 
UP ms of our own success. The more wel- 
~ fare work we do and the more we publicise 
this work, the more we create greater awareness of our 
activities and the more we will be required to do. 


Inevitably that means more resources; money, time and 
people are all needed. People are the most precious of these 
assets, but we cannot do without money. Reminding del- 
egates they were members of the premier ex- service 
organisation and that none of the Legion's work would be 
possible without them, he said membership levels had 
stabilised over the last two years, but added that we must 
do more to recruit and urged club committees to use the 
facilities of the Clubs Department and its advisors to de- 
velop this area of Legion activity. We provide one of the 
cheapest membership organisations in the country but if we 
are to maintain membership levels and try to increase them, 
we need the resources to do so. 

Last vear the basis of our welfare work, the Poppy Ap- 
peal, achieved a steady income of £16.1 million, despite the 
fact that the major anniversaries and commemorations had 
faded somewhat into the background, but this level of in- 
come was due to the hard work of our Poppy collectors. 
This year the combination of the Spice Girls, Dame Vera 
Lynn and the same hardworking collectors looks like achiev- 
ing even more. Even so, we need to get the money from the 
Poppy Appeal in quickly, and branches should return the 
Poppy Appeal collections as soon after the appeal closes 
as possible. 

The Two-Minute Silence campaign had raised the pub- 
lic profile of the Legion it had so caught the public imagina- 
tion that for 1999 and the year 2000 we may be able to 
make it an international Two-Minute Silence. It would be- 
come a symbol of worldwide reflection on the price of free- 
dom in the 20th century. 

We are looking at a scheme to involve more of our mem- 
bers in talking to and encouraging young people in their com- 
munity activities and their responsibility for the future. But 
what is all this for? The Chairman reminded delegates that 


e had spoken before of the Legion's welfare needs an 
how they were going to increase over the next 15 years 
as our numbers reduce by about half 
but with most in their eighties. 
Changes in government legisla- 
tion, particularly care in the com- 
munity, have altered the way we 
approach care for the elderly. Al- 
ready, local authorities are reduc- 
ing what they pay to keep our resi- 
dents in the Legion's seven residential care 
homes. Also, we are having to upgrade our homes, at great 
expense, and we shall need even more funds for this in the 
future - maybe more than £13 million over the next few 
years. 

The Chairman said the Legion had gone from a position 
a few years ago, when people were actively talking about 
winding it down, to a position of pre-eminence, not just in 
the ex-service community but in the eyes of the whole country. 
We are now better understood in our work, better sup- 
ported through our appeals and donations and better at al- 
most everything we do, except perhaps in one respect. We 
all need to understand each other and to work in partner- 
ship. We need to concentrate more on achieving that and 
less on petty squabbles. We need to communicate more 
effectively - staffto volunteers, volunteers to staff, staff to 
staff and volunteer to volunteer. It is not just a two-way 
street but a multi-lane highway.

Our aim is to enhance the personal and social develop- 
ment of the children placed in our care. Sessions are run by 
our friendly and experienced staff, Heather, Jenny and Gill. 


Our Playtots session for children 18 montis - 2% years 
and their parents/carers offers an ideal introduction to 
Playgroup.

Our general sessions are open to all children aged 22 
to school age. Each session begins with the children sit- 
ting together and answering "yes" to the register, followed 
by a brief explanation of the session's topic.

It’s brewed following a 
17th century recipe and uses Rosemary as one of its ingre- 
dients, pale in colour with a delicate flavour aithough at 4.4% 
it is quite potent! 

Next up is Buckleys Merlins Oak 4.3% brewed by one 
of the few independent Welsh breweries left, a true autum- 
nal ale, reddish and full bodied with a pleasant woody char- 
acter. 

We’ ve just taken delivery of some Bramling Cross from 
Cambridge’s one and only brewery, situated just off the 
Newmarket Road and going from strength to strength. Regu- 
lars will already be familiar with Hobson’s Choice, their pre- 
mium bitter, which won Best Beer at the Cambridge Beer 
Festival back in May. Steve, their brewer, tells me it will 
mature given a couple of weeks in the cellar, so expect it 
mid October. 

Last, but not least, we have Tinners ale, 3.7%, all the 
way from Cornwall. A refreshing session ale with a long 
lasting hoppy finish. 

Finally one for the lager drinkers! Genuine Budweiser, 
not the American pale imitation. Brewed in the town of 
Budwar in the Czech Republic and using the finest ingredi- 
ents. Try a bottle and discover why it is one of the world’s 
best beers.

Old Holborn 
One of the immense joys and pleasures I achieve in writ- 
ing these articles (or rather pinching other peoples idea’s 
and poems) is meeting up with so many people whom I 
have got to know over many years, greetings like, I like 
your poem about so and so, or just a simple remark like 
“you silly old ...” charming no doubt, but I never realised 
how far afield the Bar Hill News travels to many other Vil- 
lages in Cambridgeshire. A lovely young couple gave me 
the following to insert. The couple in question live in Histon 
and are not so young - Dickie and Geny Gunn. Dickie joined 
the Royal Air Force in 1938, prior to which he was an 
apprentice jockey to Rimell and quite often rode the horses 
of the Aga Khan. One amusing story he told me was that 
when the Aga Khan visited the racing stables, if he was 
pleased with the condition of a particular horse, he would 
give the stable apprentice a five pound note, which was a 
considerable fortune pre-war. True to form the apprentices 
used to share it amongst themselves, but on the other side 
of the coin, the stable lads worked extremely long hours in 
terrible conditions. Saturday evening at 7pm was pay day 
and they had to form up ina line to receive their wages from 
the trainer’s wife (no names). This particular woman loved 
her gin and came out with the silver tray on which was placed 
the wages for the seven lads, seven one shilling pieces, and 
the accepted ritual for each lad was to touch his cap, hold 
out his hand in which was placed the shilling piece and to 
say ‘Thank you, madam’; to just say ‘Thank you’ without 
the added word ‘madam’ involved a smack across the eyes 
and no wages. Who was it that said the good old days ? 
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We met, we married, a long time 
ago. We worked for long hours, g 
when wages were low. No TV, no 
radio, no bath - times were hard. Justa 
cold tap, and a ‘walk down the yard’. 
No holidays abroad, few carpets on_« 
floors. We burned coal on the fire, and 
didn’t lock doors. Our children arrived, no pill in those days, 
and we brought them all up without any State aid. They 
were safe in our lanes and could play in the parks, and old 
people could go for a walk after dark. No valium, no drugs 
and no L.S.D. We cured most of our ills with a good cup of 
tea. No vandals, no mugging - there was little to rob. We 
felt we were rich with a couple of ‘bob’. Milkman and farmer 
would whistle and sing. A night at the pictures was one big 
mad fling. Now we are alone and look back through the 
years.
